There we found property of every discription, 
books, calicoes, tea, coflee, shoes, purcussion cape, 
household and kitchen furniture seatteréd in ev- 
ery direction, and mostly in the water. t the 
mouth of the tent stood a large iron kettle, filled 
with human flesh cot up, it wax from the body of 
Geo. Donner, the head had been spht open, and 
the brains*extracted therefrom, and to the appesr 
ance, he had not been long dead, not pover three 
or four days at the most. Near by the kettle 
stood a chair, and thereupon three legs of a bul 
lock that had been shot down in the eerly part 
of the winter, and snowed under before it could 
be dressed. The meat was found sound aud 
good, and with the exception of a small pisce out 
of the shoulder, wholly untouched, We gather 
ed up-some property and camped for the night. 

April, 18. Commenced gathering the most val- 
vable property, suitable for our packs, the greet 
er portion requixing to be dried.

The party for the cabins were unable to 
keepthetrail ot the mysterious personage owing 
to tbe rapid melting of the snow, they therefore 
went direct for the cabins, and uponentering dja- 
coveted Kiesburg lyjag down amidst the himan 
hones and beside him a Jarge pan full of fresh 
hver and lights. ` They asked him what had be- 
come of his companions, whether they were alive, 
and what had become of Mrs Donner He anv 
swored them by stating they were all dead ; Mre 
Donner, he said, had in attempting to cross from 
wne cabin to another, missed the trail, and slept 
out one nipht; that she came-to his camp the 
next night very much latigued, he made her a 
eup of coffee, placed her in.bed and rolled her 
well in the blankets, but the next morning found 
her dead; he eat her body and found her Hesh 
the best. he had ever tasted!

He does nothing without an incentive 
If, asin England, he works hard, it is to keep 
himself warmt! and to procure the necessaries of 
life—which the soil of Kygland only yields, when 
itis moistened with the sweat of thé husbandman 
But in tropical countiies, no such incentives to 
labor exist, There, Natuse does so-much, that 
Man is required to do nothing. In some parts 
of Mexico, not only corn and fruit—but sugar 
and ¢ocoa, grows spontaneously. Patent har- 
rows, lectures on Chematry, and guano manure, 
are not wanted there. 
Mexico is far less fertile than that of the south~ 
ern districts Nevertheless the expense of cul- 
tivating is but trifling. What costs the produ- 
cer hitle, will seldom cost the consumer much — 
The fertility of the soil in Mexico, enables the 
Mexican partizan to procure, by a daily expen- 
diture of five or six cents, as much wholesome 
food as he can eat. True, that food is of the 
simplest kınd—and it never varies What the 
Mexican eats to-day he ests to-morrow But 
this 1s as it should be, Jt is only in countries 
where the alternations of heat and cold are grea 
and frequent, and where in consequence, people 
are apt to overwork the brain and nervous sys» 
tem, that a varied diet is necessary ‘To two 
kinds of food, the mbhabitant of most hot coun- 
tries instinctively confines himself. The negro 
lives on tice and fish; the Hindoo on rice and 
mutton, the Australian savage-on fish and the
